I have reveiwed the President’s 
Speech in detail and have re- 
viewed a document purporting to 
be an Executive Order, However, 
I am advising all clients as fol- 
lows: 


Any economic items negotiated 


and signed with management 
prior to August 16, 1971, includ- 
ing interim raises previously 


agreed to, are binding on man- 
agement and the unions should 
insist that these increases be 
paid. 

The President’s statement dees 
not and cannot take away the 
Union's right to strike either for 
wage demands or to enforce 
agreements where otherwise per- 
missible 

I emphasize, you should con- 
tinue to negotiate contracts and 
file opening notices in the nor-

The trust fund contributions 
agreed to herein are not wages 
and shall be paid to the appro- 
priate trust fund immediately 
or upon the dates specified in 
the agreement. 

Remember, you have the right 
to strike in order to enforce your 
demands for the clause specified 
in Paragraph (3) above. 

Please be sure that your affil- 
iates check with their interna- 
tional union for any policy con- 
siderations. 

It is my view that the Presi- 
dent’s statement does not estab- 
lish a wage freeze as a practical 
matter because no penalties are 
imposed and no boards are cre- 
ated and there is no way to con- 
trol price increases at the retail 
level, because no plan was pro- 
posed by the President. 

A $5,000 fine is mentioned in 
the order, but it is highly ques- 
tionable if the President can 
lawfully impose such a penalty 

We. therefore. believe that the 
best the President can hope for 
is voluntary compliance 

Do not hesitate in your collec- 
tive bargaining demands. If you 
are negotiating a long-term 
agreement, be sure that you have 
wage Openers on economic items 
on a short-term basis 

Laws and regulations may be 
adopted within the next few 
days or weeks which may change 


the suggestions contained in this 
letter and we will keep in touch 


with you and keep you informed 

However, if you dispatch a 
worker to a job as a new hire, be 
sure to demand the new wage 
rate regardless of when its effec- 
tive date is and put that new 
wage rate on the dispatch slip. 

The President’s Executive Or- 
der does not affect new wage 
rates, it only talks about increas- 
ing wages for persons already on 
the payroll. Therefore, a worker 
who is dispatched to a job, such 
as a building tradesman, is en- 
titled to receive the new wage 
rate even if it becomes effective 


Lawyers representing the labor 
movement throughout the nation

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How to Buy 


More pay freeze than price freeze 


By SIDNEY MARGOLIUS 
Labor Journal Consumer Expert 


President Nixon’s freeze on 
wages and prices is likely to 
freeze your wages more than 
your living costs. In effect, you 
won't be able to get a wage in- 
crease but you will continue to 
pay somewhat more for a num- 
ber of the most important neces- 
sities, because of the real possi- 
bility of hidden but legal price 
increases. 


The fact is, there are a number 
of loopholes in the price freeze 
that keep it from being a real 
freeze. 


REVEALINGLY, the _ freeze 
does not include profits and in- 
terest rates, but only wages and, 


people are still behind in the 
race with ballooning living costs. 

In 1966 the average worker 
with three dependents had 
spendable wages of $102.41 (after 
taxes and in terms of constant 
dollars). After allowing for the 
depreciation of the dollar, by 
May, 1971 his spendable wages 
were $101.81. 

It’s worth your understanding 
the hidden loopholes in the 90- 
day freeze, which will be effec- 
tive until mid-November, so you 
can try to guard yourself as best 
you can, 

e@ Renters are better protected 
than homeowners or would-be 
home buyers. Rents are frozen. 
But property taxes and mortgage 
interest rates are not frozen. 
These are the largest single items

@ Food prices are really only 
partly frozen. Unprocessed agri- 
culture products are not frozen 
at all. 


Retail prices supposedly are 
frozen. But stores are permitted 
to charge the highest prices at 
which they sold various items 
during the month before August 
15 when the freeze went into ef- 
fect. Thus, livestock and other 
producers can raise prices for 
beef cattle, hogs, and poultry. 
This potential squeeze virtually 
insures the disappearance of 
many specials on which working 
families have relied to cushion 
this year’s high food prices, 


Fresh foods like meat, poultry, 
and some produce comprise half 
of a typical family’s food bill. 
They are likely to be the items 
on which effective prices will be 
higher than you may have paid 
before the freeze went into 
effect. 


The effect is likely to be harsh- 
est on meat prices, since Septem- 
ber normally is a month of rising 
prices on these items.

NOR ARE there any controls on 
quality and availability. Reduc- 
ing quality is a method often 
used by processors and stores to 
conceal price increases. 

On meats, for example, stores 
can raise the real price simply 
by the way they trim, or by add- 
ing additional fat to hamburger. 

Especially watch out for fat- 
burgers at this time. Or stores 
can use more of the primal cuts 
like chuck to make special cuts 
like “minute steaks,” “fillet 
steaks” and “London broil” at 
higher prices than the chuck it- 
self would sell for. 

Another device to watch out 
for is a reduction in the avail- 
ability of whole broilers. Stores 
prefer to sell them as parts and 
cut-up broilers at higher prices. 

In turkeys, which normally are 
more abundant and lower-priced 
in the fall, widely-used devices 
for getting higher prices are to 
process the big birds into so- 
called self-basting and prestuff- 
ed versions. 

In general, consumers can ex- 
pect to see many specials and 
lower-priced versions of food dis- 
appear or be limited in supply 
during the freeze. 

The reductions on 1971 model 
ears which normally occur in 
September may be more attrac- 
tive than ever because of the 
pending removal of the 7 per cent 
excise tax if Congress agrees. 
This would save $200 on a typical 
car in addition to the usual Sep- 
tember price cuts of $100 to $200.

discounts or trade-in allowances 
is diminished by the big leftover 
supply of 1971 models.

There will be no policing of the 
price freeze except by local mar- 
kets departments if they are 
aware of the increased potential 
for quality adulteration and 
short-weighting, and can use ad- 
ditional inspectors to control it. 


The only other potential con- 
trol is by consumers. If we 
watch quality, weights and price 
juggling especially carefully dur- 
ing this period, we can report 
any infractions to the local mar- 
kets department, 


THE UNDERLYING problem is 
that overall gimmicks such as 
high interest rates which the Ad- 
ministration previously tried to 
use to stem inflation do not 
really work. There is no direct 
attack on the four main infla- 
tion problems: scarcity and high 
costs of housing; high food 
prices, and rising transportation 
and medical costs. 

What you also want to watch 
out for is what credit fees in- 
stallment stores and_ dealers 
charge if you deal with this kind 
of store.

The Alameda County Central 
Labor Council this week voted to 
ask Alameda County Assembly- 
men to support a measure to ex- 
tend to men the job protections 
now given women under state 
industrial welfare law. 

The bill, Assembly Bill 1547 by 
Assemblyman Alan Sieroty, is es- 
sential, Anne Draper of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
said, because unless protections 
are made equal they will be tak- 
en away from women under 
twisted interpretations of “equal 
rights.” 

A court already has nullified 
the state law’s hours limit for 
women and limit on weight which 
they can be required to lift, and 
such ether protections as state 
wage mimimums are threatened, 
she said.

In all of the sensational stories 
that have come out concerning 
the alleged escape attempt of 
George Jackson none of the com- 
mentators seem to notice the 
most important part of the story. 
That is the existence of this huge 
state prison system itself. Most of 
them seem to think it perfectly 
natural that tens of thousands 
of men (and women) should 
spend the bulk of the» adult life 
locked up. In fact, that is a more 
serious crime than has been com- 
mitted by 99 per cent of the pris- 
oners. The source of ths huge 
prison population is no secret. It 
S recruited largely from the Black 
and Brown ghettos of this and 
other states. In the ghetto, ac- 
cording to the report of a Presi- 
dential commission of a few 
years ago headed by Governor 
Kerner of Illinois, unemployment 
for young men under 24 ranged 
between 30 and 50 per cent. The 
report was issued a year before 
the general unemployment rate 
began to soar. Since this section 
of the work force is the one last 
hired and first tired, its present 


unemployment level must be 
phenomenal. 
One thing that has not 


changed since the Kerner com- 
mission report is the role and at- 
titude of the police. Their job is 
to keep the frustrations of the 
permanently unemployed and 
underemployed in the ghetto 
from blowing up. As the report 
pointed out this means that the 
police are little more than guards 
who hate and fear the people 
they are assigned to keep down. 
If they don’t have racial] preju- 
dices to start with they learn 
them on the job. It’s a setup 
guaranteed to land thousands of 
young Black and Brown men and 
women in jail. 


This country can put a man on 
the moon but it can’t find jobs 
for millions of its citizens while 
industry operates at 70 per cent 
of capacity and decent housing, 
schools and medical facilities are 
needed. This country can find 
nothing better to do with its mil- 
lions of permanently unemployed 
than to lock them up. A visitor 
from another planet would find 
all of this astounding. Almost as 
astounding as George Jackson's 
alleged ability to hide a howitzer 
in his hair. 

Trade unionists have long op- 
posed the philosophy that a few 
million unemployed are good for 
business. We ought to be among 
the first to point out that this 
inhuman prison system is the 
logical outcome of that philos- 
ophy. The major blame for the 
events at San Quentin certainly 
lies with those in government 
and industry who are willing to 
let millions rot in poverty and 


unemployment rather than 
change their economic “game 
plan.”

On this Labor Day, the 
people face a challenge 


Labor Day, 1971 comes as organized labor—and American 
democracy—face their greatest challenge in decades. 


A Republican President, desperate because his anti-worker 
“game plan” has only accentuated the ills of an inflation-rid- 
dled economy, has switched signals. 


He has, by one-man decree, ruled out the legitimate, legal- 
ly-gained economic improvements—pay and fringe benefit 
increases—negotiated by unions months and even years ago 
and falling due during his 90-day so-called “freeze.” 


He has not rolled back the substantial price increases al- 
ready to put into effect just prior to his “freeze” and against 
which the outlawed pay raises would furnish some measure 
of catching up. 


And where prices are affected there are gigantic loopholes. 
Food prices are only partially controlled. And prices may be 
raised to any customer after the freeze if management can 
show a vaguely-defined “substantial” volume of business at 
the higher rate in the 30-day pre-freeze period. 


Thus we see the spectacle of a health provider's premium 
increase to a union health care fund getting the government's 
blessing while the pre-negotiated increase in employer con- 
tributions which could pay that rate boost is ruled out. 


The President fails to control interest at all, yet interest 


rates are a major contributor to the inflation he purports to be 
attacking. 


He has no word for profits, making his order the first eco- 
nomic control system in our history which did not include 
excess profits taxes. 


At a time when 27 per cent of our industrial capacity is 
idle, he plans to give away billions to big business in tax 
breaks for investing in new plant and equipment. 

He says nothing to forbid business from using that tax 
bonanza to build facilities cutting rather than increasing 
employment, or from exporting more jobs overseas in foreign 
plant investments. 


His claim to be stabilizing wages is at least erroneous, 
since he does not forbid pay cuts. If wages can be cut, they 
are not stabilized. 


The President’s order assumes non-existent federal au- 
thority to nullify legal actions of state, county and city govern- 
ments by declaring the raises they have agreed to also are 
frozen. 


Due process of law, required by the Constitution, would 
mean prior notice and the public’s right to be heard at hearings 
by an appropriate public body. 

None of this is available. The President says the freeze is 
in effect simply because he says it is. 

This is one-man government. This is a grave threat to 
democracy. 

The trappings of authoritarianism show in the Nixon ad- 
ministration’s whole approach. 

The threat of a $5,000 a day fine against unions which 
refuse to end strikes has been disavowed but the fact that it 
was made is frightening. The attempt to halt strikes is authori- 
tarian on its face—not to speak of its pro-employer effect. 

That $5,000 a day threat, incidentally, stretches the law 
under which Nixon says he is acting. The law's actual text 
reads, “Whoever willfully violates any order or regulation 
under this title shall be fined not more than $5,000.” That's 
$5,000 once. 

Actually, business need not fear $5,000 a day or just plain 
$5,000 fines since there are no guidelines, no real plans for 
enforcement and many exemptions to the order’s alleged price 
control. 


Labor need not fear those fines either, since it is legally 
right in insisting on its legally-negotiated wages and fringe 
benefit funds. 

Nixon is banking on a lack of courage by working people. 
But we think they will call his bluff and obtain genuine justice. 


The AFL-CIO estimates that 
American companies have ship- 
ped 700,000 American jobs over- 
seas in recent years by shifting 
operations to low-wage coun- 
tries at fantastic profits. 

That 700,000 corresponds to 12 
per cent of the nation’s’ total un- 
employment, National COPE not- 
ed in a thorough review of the 
job export crisis. 

In 1960, U.S. firms invested 
about $3,800,000 000 in plants and 
machinery in foreign subsidiar- 
ies. In 1971, U.S. firms plan to 
invest $15,000,000,000 overseas, 
four times as much as 10 years 
ago. 

More than $8,000 000,000 will be 
invested abroad in manufactur- 
ing, one-fourth of the planned 
$32,000,000,000 investment in 
manufacturing in the U.S. this 
year, 

Ford, for example, became 
England’s biggest exporter, and 
IBM is the leading French ex- 
porter of computer equipment. 

Annual sales of the 8 000 over- 
seas subsidiaries of U.S. compan- 
ies are estimated at $200,000,- 
000,000. 

Said COPE: 

“President Nixon and his ad- 
ministration haven’t lifted a fin- 
ger to stop the staggering out- 
flow of American jobs, a fact 
quite in keeping with the admin- 
istration’s general failure to con- 
cern itself with the plight of 
American workers.” 

U.S. industries wth manufac- 
turng facilities abroad include 
General Motors, Ford, Bendix, 
American Metal, Continental 
Can, Pepsi-Cola, John Deere, In- 
ternational Paper, Borg-Warner, 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, IBM, 
Bell & Howell, Singer, Sperry- 


Rand and Boise Cascade. And 
there are lots more. 
Chrysler Corporation is buying 


35 per cent of the Japanese Mit- 
subishi Company, while distrib- 
uting the Mitsubishi-built Dodge 
Colt in the U.S. Mitsubishi, in re- 
turn, distributes in Japan Chrys- 
ler’s Plymouth Valiant—which is 
made in Australia. 

The Ford Pinto—called an an- 
swer to foreign small car com- 
petition — has an engine made 
in England and Germany and 
transmissions built in other Eur- 
opean countries. 

It’s been years since Emerson 
Television & Radio has made any 
television sets or radios in its big 
New Jersey plant. In 1966 it be- 
gan importing all its radios from 
Japan and in 1970 it started hav- 
ing all its TVs made in Taiwan. 

The cost—2,000 jobs. 

Here’s Congressional testimony 
by a businessman who bought a 
shoe factory and promptly shut 
it down: 

“I shipped the lasts, dies, and 
patterns and the management, 
and much of the leather to Eur- 
ope. Iam making the same shoes 
under the same brand name, 
selling them to the same cus- 
tomers, with the same manage- 
ment, with the same equipment 
—for one reason: The labor 
where I am now making the 
shoes is 50 cents an hour as com- 
pared to the $3 that I was pay- 
ing. I took everything American 
except the labor, and that is ex- 
actly why I bought it.” 

Zenith Radio Corporation built 
a large plant in Taiwan that cost 
7,000 Zenith U.S. employes their 
jobs. 

Bendix Corporation moved part 
of its operation out of York, Pen- 


nsylvania, to 42-cent-an-hour 
workers in Mexico. Result: 600 
lost jobs. 


From Oshkosh, Wisconsin, 
Kollsman Industries, makers of 
TV tuners, also ran off to Mex- 
ico. Result: 1,100 American work- 
ers touk the brunt. 

RCA switched much of its TV 
production to Taiwan from a 
plant in Memphis that was only 
five years old. Jobs lost: Nearly 
2 000. 

General Instrument shifted its 
TV tuner and component pro- 
duction to Taiwan from New 
England. Jobs lost: 4,000. 

Whatever wage controls he im- 
poses and he plans as a prescrip- 
tion for the sick economy, Nixon 
has done nothing to protect jobs 
by discouraging this export to 
low-wage countries — for bigger 
profits, 

But here's the AFL-CIO’s five- 
point program: 

1. Tax runaway firms suffi- 
ciently to make it less attractive 
for them to go overseas. Present 
minimal taxes on them amount 
to a government subsidy of their 
overseas operations. 

2. Regulation, supervision and 
curbing of the large outflows of 
American capital for investment 
by U.S. companies in foreign op- 
erations, 

3. Government regulation of 
foreign license and patent ar- 
rangements of U.S. companies to 
curb the export of American 
technology. 

4. The government should press 
for international fair - labor 
standards in world trade. 

5. An orderly system to regu- 
late the flow of imports into the 
U.S. where they are significantly 
displacing American production 
and jobs.

Van Bourg said. “And there has 
been no dictatorship in modern 
times which has not started by 
forbidd'ng strikes.” 

Nixon calls his freeze a means 
of controlling inflation and im- 


proving employment. He has 
asked that strikes end and an 
administration spokesman has 


hinted at penalties against strik- 
ing unions. 

2. Economist Don Vial, director 
of the University of California 
Center for Labor Research & Ed- 
ucation, said the order re‘lects 
Nixon’s belief that handing huge 
sums of money to huge corpora- 
tions will influence them to 
stimulate the economy. 

On the contrary, Vial pointed 
out, Nixon’s plan for big tax bon- 
anzas to corporations would in-

3. Economist Richard Liebes, 
Service Employees Northern Cal- 
ifornia research director, de- 
scribed the order as_ hurridly 
drafted and riddled with confu- 
sion and contradictions to en- 
forcement. 

The order permits pay freeze 
exemptions, Liebes said, but “no 
one knows how.”

Oakland teacher strike vote 


All teachers in Oakland's less 
than perfect school system were 
invited this week to vote on au- 
thorization of a strike against 
educational cutbacks and _ in- 
creases in class sizes. 

The vote is to take place ata 
meeting at 7 p.m. next Tuesday, 
September 7, called by the Oak- 
land Federation of Teachers in 
the Oakland High School audi- 
torium. It is open to all teachers 
whether or not they are OFT 
members. 

Meanwhile, OFT’s strike sanc- 
tion request which had been held 
im abeyance was reactivated by 
the Alameda County Central La- 
bor Council at the union’s re- 
quest. It is to be heard by the 
council executive committee to- 
day. 

Recent allocation of $900,000 to 
the schools by the Oakland city 
council will far from end the 


Oakland educational crisis, OFT 
Executive Secretary George 
Stokes said. He noted that the 
money had been diverted from 
anti-poverty job funds. 

School authorities have said 
the fund will reinstate 75 to 80 
of the 153 teaching jobs which 
were to have been eliminated by 
attrition and provide for some 
custodian and maintenance jobs. 

OFT wants reinstatement of all 
the jobs and significant reduc- 
tion in class sizes to be financed 
from the $25,000,000 in “negotia- 
ble” funds which the _ schools 
now plan to spend on adminis- 
trative and other non-classroom 
purposes. 

Another issue of a_ possible 
strike could be wages, Stokes 
said, noting that the school 
board has not even offered Oak- 
land teachers a pay raise for 
President Nixon to freeze. 
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chases be of American, not cheap 
foreign machinery “which they 
can acquire through their cartel 
connections.” he noted. 

It fails to direct that invest- 
ment of the proceeds of the 10 
per cent tax cut to corporations 
be accomplanied by a guarantee 
that no American worker will be 
displaced, he pointed out.

“The United States Constitu- 
tion says that no one can be de- 
prived of property without due 
process of law,” he said, “and 
there is no due process in Nix- 
on’s depriving workers of their 
Property in wage raises. 

“The law says the government 
cannot take away what has been 
previously legally acquired as in 
these pre-negotiated raises. To 
do so is an unconstitutional ex 
posto facto action. 

“The only way due process 
could be afforded would have 
been to act after due notice to 
interested parties, after publica- 
tion in the Federal Register and 
after hearings. 

“There is no tribunal which 
can give us due process of law. 
There are no _ administrative 
hearing procedures. The Presi- 
dent never got around to setting 
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“It is a constitutional, legal 
principle that laws are made by 
Congress, not by one man, by 
executive order or fiat.” 

Vial recalled that the AFL-CIO 
had long urged that if there is 
any shi:t of income it must be 
from the private sector to the 
government so the latter may in- 
vest in meaningful, job-produc- 
ing enterprises. 

“Instead,” he said, “Nixon 
plans to shift money from wages 
to the big corporations so that 
they can determine the basic fu- 
ture of this country. 

“This becomes a political mat- 
ter. Collective bargaining alone 
can’t deal with it.” 

Nixon in freezing wages and 
salaries has defined them as all 
pay, including overtime pay, bo- 
nuses, vacation and holiday pay, 
health care and pension contri- 
butions, Liebes noted. 

The President would allow ap- 
prentice step raises but not lon- 
gevity or seniority raises, he 
added.

discussed whether or not there 
is a “serious impairment” of 
wage agreements by the freeze 
that might be grounds for court 
action. He said they also dis- 
cussed contesting the adminis- 
tration plan as an illegal delega- 
tion of congressional authority. 

That contention already has 
been the grounds for a federal 
court suit filed by four professors 
from Catholic University in 
Washington, They sought an im- 
mediate end to the freeze, argu- 
ing that Congress had abdicated 
its legislative functions in pass- 
nig the Economic Stabilization 
Act of 1970, on which the Presi- 
dent’s order is based. 

Secretary of Labor James D. 
Hodgson and Secretary of Com- 
merce Maurice H. Stans, on sep- 
arate network television pro- 
grams, let it be known that Nixon 
“game planners’ were working 
on new controls for after the No- 
vember 13 expiration of President 
Nixon’s 90-day order. 

Assistant Secretary of Labor 
W. J. Usery said maybe the new 
plan would involve retroactive 
pay for wage-frozen employes 
Hodgson, asked by a reporter if 
the new plan might control prof- 
its as well as wages, said that was 
possible.

2. The Cost of Living Council 
Said if teachers’ contract periods 
began before August 15, they'd 
get raises during the freeze but 
would be denied raises if the pe- 
riod starts after August 15. 

3. The United Transportation 
Union and United Telegraph 
Workers learned that those of 
their strike-won raises which fali 
due during the freezé were faor- 
bidden by the Nixon order. Irom- 
ically, the UTU strike was delay- 
ed for months by action of 
Congress, courts and the Presi- 
dent who then snipped away 
some of its gains. 
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Unionists, who are concerned 
with what happens to their 
United Bay Area Crusade con- 
tribution, have a chance to 
help determine where the 
money g20es. 

UBAC this week asked the 
Alameda County Central Labor 
Council to help recruit mem- 
bers of the Crusade’s budget 
panels which recommend allo- 
cations to Crusade agencies.
